Death Penalty Ban Rejected; 
No Hope Seen For Chessman 


Barbara Graham's 
Confession Of 
Murder Revealed 


The night before she was ex­ 
ecuted in San Quentin Prison’s 
gas chamber on June 3, 1955, 
Barbara Graham confessed the 
pistol-whipping murder of Mrs. 
Mable Monahan, 
according to 
statements made today by two 
Marin County officials. 
Both Dist. Atty. William O. 
Weissich and Associate Warden 
Louis S. Nelson of San Quentin 
said the account of the confes­ 
sion was related to them by the 
late Warden Harley O. Teets. 
Weissich, just back from a 
Sacramento 
debate 
on 
t h e 
abolition of capital punishment 
this afternoon, said he had not 
revealed what 
Warden Teets 
told him about the confession 
“because I felt Warden Teets 
had made the 
statements in 
confidence.” 
MADE PUBLIC 
However, since the Barbara 
Graham confession was made 
public by Deputy Dist. Atty. J. 
Miller Leavy of Los Angeles 
County at a Legislative hearing 
last night, Weissich 
said 
he 
feels under no further restraint 
from making public the infor­ 
mation. 
This is how Weissich heard 
about the confession, he said: 
On Aug. 30, 1957, two days 
before Warden Teets’ 
death, 
the warden and Weissich drove 
to San Francisco to meet the 
attorney general’s 
representa­ 
tives to discuss whether Caryl 
Chessman could be permitted 
to use a typewriter on Death 
Row. 
On the way back to Marin, 
Warden Teets expressed a wish 
that he could exercise some dis­ 
cretion in such 
matters 
and 
then related to Weissich some 
of the burdens of the warden’s 
job. 
‘TERRIBLE BURDEN’ 
Teets told Weissich 
of the 
“terrible burden” of having to 
keep to himself Barbara Gra­ 
ham’s confession of pistol-whip­ 
ping Mrs. Monahan, 
wealthy 
Los Angeles widow. 
Weissich 
said he 
a s k e d 
Teets why the confession was 
not made public. 
The warden 
replied he felt that his duty 
was to execute court 
orders 
but not to become involved in 
any questions concerning 
the 
innocence or guilt of condemn­ 
ed inmates. 
Weissich returned to his of­ 
fice and told his chief assist­ 
ant, 
Roger P. Garety, 
abolit 
Teets’ conversation. Garety re­ 
calls the incident. 
In view of this information 


from W’arden Teets, Weissich 
said he feels it is unfortunate 
that there should be any infer-1 
ences 
that 
Barbara Graham 
might have been innocent of 
the crime for which she was 
executed. 
The possibility of her inno.

WASHINGTON W—The Sen­ 
ate today rejected a move to 
limit debate and thus crush the 
Southern filibuster against civil 
rights legislation. 
The vote was 42 for limiting 
debate and 53 against. 
Backers of a motion to put a 
time limit on the marathon de­ 
bate, now in its fourth week, 
needed a two-thirds majority to 
put over cloture—the 
Senate 
name for a restriction on de­ 
bate.

Brown Says He Can't 


Save Convict-Author 


COMBINED AP & UPI 
SACRAMENTO—California lawmakers killed a pro­ 
posal to abolish capital punishment today and Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown said he was now “absolutely powerless’' 
to interfere with Caryl Chessman’s May 2 execution. 


The Senate’s Judiciary Committee voted 8-7 to keep 
the bill from the Senate floor, after a marathon 12Vfe- 
hour hearing. Opponents of the gas chamber said this 
meant the bill was dead in the special session of the 
Legislature. 
Sen. Edwin J. Regan, committee chairman, had said 
before the hearing he expected the Senate to adjourn 
the special session on capital punishment the day after 
committee action on the bill if 
it was defeated. He indicated 
adjournment was expected to­ 
day. 
Introduction of a similar bill 
in the Assembly was not plan­ 
ned and no further legislative 
action was 
expected 
on 
the 
death penalty before Chess­ 
man’s scheduled execution. 
Browm had granted Chess­ 
man a 60-day reprieve on Feb. 
19, just 10 hours before he was 
to have been executed after 
11 years on San Quentin Pris­ 
on Death Row. He ordered the 
delay so the Legislature could 
act once and for all to outlaw 
the death penalty and because 
of word he had received from 
the State Department that the 
government of Uruguay was 
concerned over possible stu­ 
dent 
demonstrations 
during 
President Eisenhower’s visit. 
In 
his 
statement 
today, 
Brown said: 


“I have heard it said, and 
I have read in the newspa­ 
pers, that this action of the 
Legislature leaves the fate 
of CarvI Chessman in my 
hands. This is not true. 


“I continue to have the 
general power of clemency. 
But because Chessman has 
been convicted of other fel­ 
onies, I could exercise clem­ 
ency as distinguished from a 
brief reprieve only on the 
affirmative recommendation 
of the state Supreme Court. 


“The court has twice re­ 
fused such a recommenda­ 
tion. The reasons for the re­ 
prieve I granted last month 
no longer exist constitution­ 
ally. I am therefore absolute­ 
ly powerless to act in that 
(Chessman) case.” 


The California Constitution 
says a majority of the high 
court must recommend commu­ 
tation before the governor can 
act on cases of persons convict­ 
ed of a prior felony—such as 
‘Chessman. 
Brown said that with ad­ 
journment of the special ses­ 
sion of the Legislature today

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You'd Pay 18 
Cents Yearly 
To Fluoridate 


Fluoridation of Marin Muni­ 
cipal 
Water 
District 
water 
would initially cost 18.6 cents 
per consumer annually, the dis­ 
trict board was told last night 
by William R. Seeger, general 
manager. 
By 1970, Seeger added, this 
cost should drop to 12 cents. 
The figures represent costs 
of $3.23 and $2.30 per million 
gallons on a basis of an esti­ 
mated 1970 population of 177,- 
000 persons using 9.3 bilhon 
gallons of water a year. Total 
yearly cost wras estimated at 
$21,578.77. 
Seeger’s estimates, based on 
a report prepared by H. George 
Wehrheim, purification engi­ 
neer, and given to the board in 
booklet form, omit about 9,000 
of the district’s present 125,000 
consumers because of major 
changes being made in the dis­ 
tribution system. 
“But by the time we could 
start fluoridation, probabl^ late 
next year, everybody would re­ 
ceive 
treated 
water,” 
said 
Seeger. 
A proposal for fluoridation 
of the district’s water will be 
on the June 7 primary ballot. 
If the measure carries, See­ 
ger said a “consumer’s suit” 
will be brought in court to 
protect the district in use of 
revenue money for fluorida­ 
tion. This action has been ad­ 
vised by the district’s attorney. 
If the district’s legal position 
is bolstered by court action

Storm Pounds 
Wide Area In 
Eastern U.S.

One of winter’s most crip­ 
pling snowstorms which batter­ 
ed the Midwest and Southern 
areas into Virginia pounded 
wide parts in the East today. 
The late winter storm lost 
none of its power as it contin­ 
ued to dump snow and sleet 
from the Georgia coast north­ 
ward through the Carolinas 
across Virginia into Ohio and 
Pennsylvania. 
Heavy snow fell from north­ 
ern North Carolina, Virginia 
and West Virginia during the 
night. Sleet, freezing rain and 
rain in southern North Caro­ 
lina threatened to spread north­ 
ward over mid-Atlantic coastal 
areas. 
Meanwhile, 
a 
new 
storm 
which developed in the central 
Rockies extended 
southward 
across the western Dakotas. 
The early March storm, with 
spring only 11 days away, left 
scores of towns isolated. Hun­ 
dreds of travelers were strand­ 
ed as bus and plane service was 
disrupted or canceled. Hun­ 
dreds of schools, stores and fac­ 
tories were closed. 
There were at least a score 
of storm-related deaths, includ­ 
ing seven in Illinois, two each 
in Tennessee, Missouri, Nebras­ 
ka, Georgia and Kentucky and 
one each in Indiana, Iowa and 
Idaho.

CHANGES IN U.S. 
SUGAR LAW LOOM 


Administration Denies That Revisions 


Would Be Used As Weapon Against Cuba 


WASHINGTON UP) — Rep. 
Harold D. Cooley (D-N.C.) said 
today the administration appar­ 
ently olans to ask for a new 
sugar law which he said could 
be 
a 
“weapon 
of 
reprisal" 
against Cuba’s. Prime Minister 
Fidel Castro. 
Administration sources con­ 
firmed 
that 
some 
changés 
which Cooley opposes are in­ 
cluded in a bill they intend to 
submit next week to the House 
Agriculture Committee, which 
Cooley heads. 
But they denied the admin­ 
istration measure is designed 
as a club against Cuba, which 
reaps a 150 million dollar year 
bonus under present law. They 
said their bill is based on agri­ 
cultural reasons, and would not 
hurt Cuba. 
Sugar legislation is an espe­ 
cially hot issue this year be­ 
cause of Castro’s attacks on 
the United States and seizure 
of American-owned property in 
Cuba. Some Congressmen see 
the sugar bill as a. golden 
chance to hit back at Castro. 
President Eisenhower has de­ 
clared against retaliation. 
Cooley spoke to a newsman 
after conferring late yesterday 
with Under Secretary of Agri­ 
culture True D. Morse and oth­ 
er officials on administration 
plans. 
Cooley said Eisenhower’s re­ 
cent Latin-American trip ap­ 
parently has made no change 


in earlier administration plans 
to seek a four-year extension 
of the sugar quotas which Cool­ 
ey termed unfavorable to Cuba, 
and executive branch power 
to cut foreign quotas further. 
“That’s their proposal," Cool­ 
ey said. “But I don’t think they 
should even submit the pro­ 
posal." He added that since the 
President said “he didn’t want 
any reprisals, he shouldn’t ask 
for the weapons of reprisal." 
Cooley said the mere pro­ 
posal by the administration of 
such a plan would set off wide 
anti-American feeling in Latin 
America.

Mill Valley and the water 
district will each pay half the 
cost, estimated at $9,066, for 
replacement of 1,450 feet of 
two-inch pipe with six-inch 
pipe on Montford avenue be­ 
tween Ethel lane and Melrose 
avenue .

“They want to put rat poison 
in the water,” he said, “it is 
that pure and simple.

The high profits from a 
substance formerly sold as rat 
poison at one-and-a-half cents 
a pound, and as human poison 
at 15 cents a pound. 
“The talk of supplementing 
natural calcium fluoride with 
sodium fluoride would be about 
the same as supplementing 
whisky with sulphuric acid or 
sugar with arsenic. 
“The air we breathe is be­ 
coming more and more poi­ 
soned from the exhaust fumes 
of automobiles. The foods we 
eat are more and more poi­ 
soned with preservatives and 
sprays. 
“The only method we have 
of diluting the poisons and get­ 
ting them out of our systems is 
by drinking plenty of pure, un­ 
adulterated water. For good­ 
ness sake, don’t let them poi­ 
son that!”

“I think the only thing any 
Southern Baptist and loyal 
American can do is to obey 
the law of the court.” 
Someone asked, “If we send 
Negroes to the next national 
convention, will they be seat­ 
ed? Would you support it?” 
Dr. Pollard said, “I would.” 
On capital punishment, Dr. 
Pollard said, “I don’t believe 
the Southern Baptist Conven­ 
tion has ever taken a stand. I 
would hesitate to say my per­ 
sonal feelings.” He said there 
is capital punishment in Ten­ 
nessee.

It ended on a dramatic 
note when Deputy Dist. Atty. 
J. Miller Leavy of Los An­ 
geles disclosed that Barbara 
Graham, fourth woman to be 
executed in California his­ 
tory, confessed her guilt in 
the last few minutes of her 
life in 1955. (See story on 
this page.) 
Even as the Senate commit­ 
tee debated the death penalty 
question, the state Supreme 
Court yesterday turned down 
Chessman's latest petition. This 
one challenged legality of his 
new Mav 2 execution date. 
A. L. Wirin, one of his attor­ 
neys, told newsmen here the 
decision 
ended 
Chessman’s 
court appeals. 
The 38-year-old prisoner was 
convicted in 1948 on charges 
of kidnap-robbery which 
in­ 
volved forcing two young wom­ 
en to perform an unnatural 
sex act. 
The Senate committee listen­ 
ed to proponents of repeal for 
seven hours. It wasn’t until 
8:30 
p.m. 
that 
opponents— 
—chiefly law enforcement offi­ 
cers— stepped up to the witness 
stand in the theater-type hear­ 
ing room. 
Witnesses supporting the bill 
hit two main themes: That cap­ 
ital punishment does not deter 
crime; that it is “barbaric” and 
“ brutalizes society.” 
All but one of the opposition 
witnesses 
argued 
that 
the 
death penalty is a greater de­ 
terrent than any other form of 
punishment. 
The exception was Dist. Atty. 
Roy 
Gustafson 
of 
Ventura 
County, who said that the death 
penalty is no greater deterrent 
than life imprisonment. 
Dist. Atty. William O. Weis­ 
sich of Marin County argued 
that statistics a-re valueless 
in determining the deterrent 
effect of the death penalty. 
He argued that is “common 
sense” to believe that it has 
that effect because “death is 
the most feared fate ” 
“As elected representatives 
of the people you should not 
deprive them of capital punish­ 
ment until they clearly indicate 
they want you to do so,” he 
said. 
Another Marinite who test­ 
ified was Rev. Daniel McAlis­ 
ter, 
administrator 
of 
St. 
Raphael’s 
Roman 
Catholic 
Parish in San Rafael and a 
former San Quentin Prison 
chaplain. 
Father McAlister, who said 
he had seen 75 executions, call­ 
ed capital punishment “a stu­ 
pid and sordid mess.” 
Actress Phyllis Kirk, appear­ 
ing for a state abolition com­ 
mittee, called the death pen­ 
alty “ritual barbarism.” 
Out-of-state witnesses testi­ 
fying for Brown’s bill included 
Douglass Riggs, warden of Still­ 
water Penitentiary in Minne­ 
sota, a former San Quentin of­ 
ficial.

Campion Fortunate Choice 
As R.E.A. General Manager 


Will the Redwood Empire Association 
endure after the retirement of its gen­ 
eral manager, Clyde Edmonson, who for 
34 years has been its guiding spirit? 
That’s the question we posed in this 
space a few weeks ago soon after Ed­ 
mondson announced his intention to re ­ 
tire. 


Our conclusion then was that Ed­ 
monson had done such a sound job of 
moulding the association that it would 
endure after his separation from it. 


That conclusion obviously was based 
largely on faith. 


Now we have something more con­ 
crete. Edmonson’s successor has been 
chosen. He is Carney J. Campion, an 
energetic young fellow who has served 
for several years as general manager 
of the Redwood Region Conservation 
Council with 
headquarters at Santa 
Rosa. 
In our view his selection to carry on 
where Edmonson leaves off assures the 
successful continuation of Redwood E m ­ 
pire Assn. efforts. 
In its 34-year history the association 
has accomplished much of value to its 
constituent counties, including Marin, 
along the North Coast. 


The forging of the Redwood Highway 
itself was the result of R.E.A. coopera­ 
tive effort. The establishment of the 
Shoreline Highway (State Route No. 1) 


as a part of the state highway system 
likewise was largely the result of R.E.A, 
effort. 
Beyond these and other visible works 
are the less tangible accomplishments 
of “selling” the Redwood Empire coun­ 
ties as a desirable vacation area and 
generating considerable tourist traffic 
into the Empire. 


Along with the inspiration of an en­ 
ergetic and youthful new general m an­ 
ager, the R.E.A. is enjoying another 
valuable development. Within the asso­ 
ciation during the past year or two there 
has emerged a group of forward-looking 
volunteer workers. 
At the R.E.A. ex­ 
ecutive board’s recent meeting in Eure­ 
ka there was more evidence of concen­ 
trated thought and action by R.E.A. 
volunteers than we have observed for 
some years. The board heard reports 
and took action on recommendations 
that originated largely from the volun­ 
teers. There was an absence of simple 
endorsement of staff-prepared and staff- 
presented proposals.

Campion couldn't have arrived on the 
scene at a more opportune time.

Who's In Charge Of Water? 


With talk of water rationing in the 
wind for this summer, we thought our 
readers might like to know a bit about 
our Marin Municipal Water District. 
It was formed about 1912 from a 
group of private companies as the result 
of a public election. The Water District 
has gradually absorbed the other com­ 
panies in its area. It now serves an area 
of about 137 square miles with more 
than 600 miles of water mains. 
The water supply is obtained from 
rainfall collected from a watershed of

approximately 27 square miles on the 
slopes of Mt. Tamalpais. The water is 
stored in five lakes which hold about 10 
billion gallons when full. This supplies 
36,000 outlets from the mains at the av­ 
erage rate of 126 gallons per person per 
day. 
In this second year of subnormal rain­ 
fall, the reservoirs are still' compara­ 
tively low and it behooves us all to con­ 
serve water. We must all do our part 
in holding the line against real incon­ 
venience.

Adlai's Suggestion For Debates 


On Great Issues Wins Support

WASHINGTON — How can 
we bring about a more meaty 


and exciting debate of the 
great 
issues at stake in a 
Presidential election? 


Political 
campaigning has 
been in a rut for a long time. 
The torchlight 
parade h a s 
given way to the whistle-stop 
and the whistle-stop has p re t­ 
ty much given way to the jet- 
prop stop. But this has affect­ 
ed mostly the mechanics of 
political discussion. There is 
not enough serious debate of 
the most vital matters. 


Perhaps the most com ­ 
pelling reason to develop 
som ething new and better 
in 
Presidential 
cam paign­ 
ing is the need for the can­ 
didates to have regular na­ 
tionwide exposure on radio 
and television, which is be­ 
com ing prohibitively expen­ 
sive. 


THIS MAY PROVE to be a 
blessing 
in 
disguise 
if 
it 
brings about these two conse­ 
quences. 
1— A change in law which 
would permit the networks to 
give prime radio and televi­ 
sion time to the nominees of 
the two principal parties with­ 
out being compelled to give 
equal facilities to a host of 
lesser candidates who are ob­ 
viously not in the contest. 
2— An im provem ent in the 
substance 
and 
quality 
of 
P r e s i d e n t i a l 
campaign 
speeches so that the networks 
could reasonably g i v e t h e 
tim e as an act of public serv­ 
ice. 
One 
reason 
c a m p a i g n 
speeches in the past h a v e 
rarely made good radio and 
television is that they were 
delivered in the most hyster­ 
ically partisan settings. 
We can hardly blame the 
networks for not wanting to 
give away their tim e for that 
kind of stuff. 
Both the Republican and 


Democratic 
National 
Chair­ 


men have shown some inter­ 
est, though rather skittishly, 
in the idea which Adlai Stev­ 
enson now’ develops fu rth e r in 
an 
article 
in “This 
W eek” 
magazine. Mr. Stevenson puts 
it this wray: 


“More than a hundred years 
ago 
my 
great - grandfather, 
Jesse Fell, an Illinois editor 
and 
friend 
of A b r a h a m 
Lincoln, proposed the Lineoln- 
Douglas debates on a great 
issue: slavery. Imagine a de­ 
bate, or at least a discussion 
on the great issues of our 
time with the whole country 
watching . . . 


“ Suppose that every Mon­ 
day evening, at peak viewing 
time, for an hour and a half 
from Labor Day to Election 
Eve. the two candidates aired 
their views. They might on 
each evening fake up a single 
issue. Each in turn might dis­ 
cuss it for half an hour, fol­ 
lowed 
by fifteen-minute re­ 
buttals of one another for the 
third half hour.” 


THE FIRST STEP is for 
Congress to alter the law so 
that the networks could pro­ 
vide the facilities without run­ 
ning afoul of the equal-time 
provision which now prevents 
them from doing so. 


Sen. A. S. “Mike” Monroney 
of Oklahoma has written to 
me that he is ready to intro­ 
duce the needed legislation 
at an appropriate moment. 
Frank Stanton, president of 
the 
Columbia 
Broadcasting 
System , has said that C. B. S. 
will provide ample p r i m e 
viewing time when Congress 
permits. The other networks 
would undoubtedly do t h e 
same. 


Gov. 
Stevenson 
suggests 
that the tim e is at hand to 
establish a “new national in- 
stitution, a great debate for 
the Presidency.” I think he’s 
right.

Sportsmen Make Demands 


O f Water Bonds Issue 


Sportsmen’s Council of the 
Redwood 
Empire has joined 
with other California conserva­ 
tion organizations in demand­ 
ing guarantees 
for 
fish and 
wildlife in the $2,750,000,000 
water bond issue which will ap­ 
pear on the November ballot. 
Meeting this week in Santa 
Rosa, the SCRE— which repre­ 
sents sportsmen’s organizations 
in Marin, Sonoma, Lake and 
Mendocino counties— voted to 
oppose the bond issue “ unless 
absolute guarantees are given 
that fish, game and recreational 
facilities are constructed on a 
non-reimbursable 
cost 
basis 
concurrent with project con­ 
struction.” 
The action followed a report 
by SCRE President Ray Welsh 
of Fort Bragg, who also is a 
member of the California Wild­ 
life Federation water commit­ 
tee, that it has been impossible 
for sportsmen to get the nec­ 
essary 
assurances from the 
state and that “fish and game 
resources are not protected in 
the measure.” 
The group also heard a re­ 
port from L. M. (Jack) Mitchell 
of Potter Valley on formation 
of a special SCRE committee 
which will work for increased 
use of controlled strip brush 


burning as a tool of range and 
wildlife management. The new 
committee will examine exist­ 
ing policies and regulations on 
brush burning in the North 
Coast area and 
recommend 
means of carrying out addi­ 
tional burning for the improve­ 
ment of wildlife habitat and to 
reduce wild fires, Mitchell said. 
On hunting regulations, the 
SCRE endorsed a coastal deer 
season opening Aug. 6 and clos­ 
ing Sept. 11 and an inland sea­ 
son opening Sept. 24 and clos­ 
ing Oct. 30. Continuation of the 
16-day pheasant season also was 
supported. 
On ducks, the council voted 
to ask its federal legislators “ to 
insist that the U. S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service abide by the 
flyway concept in establishing 
waterfowl regulations for Cali­ 
fornia and other states of the 
Pacific Flyway and that con­ 
sideration only be given to pop­ 
ulation and biological factors 
affecting the flyway.” A return 
to duck shooting hours from 
one:half hour before sunrise to 
sunset also was asked.

Reinhold O. Schmidt, a Bak­ 
ersfield grain buyer who says 
he has pals from Saturn, took 
more than 150 Marinites on aj 
verbal 
tour with 
them 
last j 
night. 
The only trouble was that a' 
sizable contingent of the young- 
er generation — from about 
fifth grade through high school 
—refused to go along. Theyj 
kept asking those darn smart- 
alecky scientific questions. 
Schmidt’s 
appearance 
at 
the initial meeting of Under­ 
standing Unit 31 (“ for the 
better understanding of the 
people of this earth and not 
of this earth” ) packed the 
house at the San Rafael Im­ 
provement Club. 
The unlettered grain buyer 
has traveled a long way since 
that day in 1957 when he burst 
into the police station at Kear­ 
ney, Neb., to tell of being tak­ 
en 
aboard 
a 
100-bv-40-foot 
space ship parked in the dry 
bed of the Platte River by two 
men who spoke English with a 
German 
accent. There were 
four more people inside the 
space ship, he said — two of 
them women. 
He said his trips in that same 
space ship since, with those 
same six persons, who later 
identified themselves as peo­ 
ple from Saturn, have taken 
him to: 
1. The Arctic Circle, where 
the ship, operating as a sub­ 
marine, took him to the floor 
of the ocean so he could see 
underwater 
“missile 
bases’’ 
built by the Russians. (He also 
saw prehistoric animals being 
thawed out of the ice; but that 
was all right—on a later visit 
they were freezing up again.) 
2. Egypt, where one of his 
Saturnian guides unlocked a 
I secret room of a pyramid 
that had never been entered 
in 1,960 years and Schmidt 
copied 
a lengthy 
message 
from a plaque printed in “the 
American language” (one of 
32 plaques printed in dif­ 
ferent languages). Also in­ 
side 
the 
secret 
pyramid 
room was a 60-foot space 
ship, he declared, and inside 
the space ship— also sealed 
| up for 1,960 years— were the 
cross*on which Christ died 


aijd Jesus’ sandals and robe. 
Jesus, his guides told him, 
“ascended to heaven or to 
another planet” in that space 
ship 
(something less than 
1,960 years ago if the Julian 
calendar errs only four years 
on the birth of Christ, as 
calendar experts claim). 
3. A 4,000-foot-long “mother 
ship” which was “very high up 
over Montana,” for a return 
trip to the Arctic to show him 
the “Russian missile bases had 
been destroyed"—by the U.S. 
Navy. He said he just returned 
from that trip on Feb. 11. 
But all this was merely a 
warmup. On his next trip, the 
Saturnians have promised to 
take him on a tour of the 
planets. 
Moreover, they’ve promised 
to provide him with films so 
he can take all the pictures he 
wants to bring back and prove 
where he’s been. (Our own 
films won’t work, he explained, 
because the space ship sets up 
a “magnetic field” which ex­ 
poses them: He tried it. And so 
far, he hasn't been allowed to 
bring back any souvenirs.) 
The Saturnians look just like 
you and me, said Schmidt—you 
couldn't pick them out in a 
crowd. And they dress as we 
do— at least on their visits to 
our planet. 
Schmidt went into quite 
a few details for about an 
hour. But then he opened the 
meeting for questions from 
the floor. And the kids were 
wicked. 
A high school youth piped 
up: 
“Saturn happens to be 
about 
minus 
240 
degrees. 
Wouldn’t those people kind of 
fry on this earth at plus 70

degrees?” 
Schmidt 
shrugged. 
T h e y 
didn’t, he said. 
Another teen-age boy was 
mighty interested in those 32 
tablets in the pyramid, one of 
them in English. There wasn’t 
any 
English 
language 
1,960 
years ago, he pointed out. 
Schmidt couldn’t e x p l a i n 
that, either. 
Schmidt said the space ship 
flew from Bakersfield to the 
Arctic in one hour and 20 min­ 
utes, with stops in Alaska and 
Greenland en route “and they 
told me they were just taking 
it kind of slow.” 
Someone wanted to know 
whether the ship could exceed 
the speed of light. 
“I don’t know what the 
speed 
of 
light 
is,” 
said 
Schmidt. “They told me it 
took them about 11 hours to 
come the 73 million miles 
from Saturn.” (Astronomers 
figure the distance from the 
earth to Saturn in a direct 
line, if both are in the same 
relation to the sun, at 794 
million miles.) 
“W hat’s the real name of 
their planet?” asked another 
teen-ager. 
“They told me Saturn,” re­ 
plied Schmidt. 
Said the youth, disappointed. 
“They got that from us.” 
And then there was a young 


boy— about a fifth grader— 
who kept insisting that Schmidt 
should have brought some sou­ 
venir out of that secret room in 
the pyramid. He brought it up 
repeatedly. Finally Schmidt de­ 
clared. 
“You couldn't get nothing 
out 
of 
that 
pyramid. 
You 
wouldn’t 
get 
it 
past 
the 
guards.” 
It was all very rough on the 
believers. 
Also a bit rough on them was 
a piece of paper that Schmidt 
waved and said was “documen­ 
tary proof from the Navy 
of 
his story about the Russian 
missile launchers on the Arctic 
ocean floor. He didn’t read it. 
But copies of it went with a 
book of his adventures that he 
had on sale. 
Those 
who 
bought 
the 
book found the “documen­ 
tary proof” was a reprint of 
a newspaper column by Rob­ 
ert S. Allen, published in 
February, 1959, which claim­ 
ed the Russians had installed 
radioactive direction finders 
(not missile bases) of the 
U.S. and Canadian coasts (not 
in the Arctic) to guide sub­ 
marine-fired missiles toward 
possible targets. It quoted 
no source. But a notation on 
it said it had been “posted 
on U.S. Navy bulletin Hoard 
at Long Beach, Calif.” 
Anyhow, the take was quite 
good when some member of 
Understand'ng No. 31 passed 
the hat. And Mrs. Mary L. Mc- 
Alpine of Fairfax, temporary 
president of the unit, reported 
14 members signed up after the 
meeting and 24 more asked to 
be put on the mailing list.
